Namara and the Senate “muz­ 
zling” subcommittee agreed to­ 
day to meet and discuss the 
controversial question of iden­ 
tifying specific P e n t a g o n 
speech reviewers. 


McNamara offered to do so 
in a letter he sent to the sub­ 
committee today.

The dispute over the identi­ 
ties of the speech reviewers

He urged permanent exten­ 
sion of the one-year program 
to aid dependent children of 
the jobless, more spending on 
rehabilitation work, increased 
grants for child welfare, added 
funds for the day care of chil­ 
dren of working mothers and 
removal or reduction of resi­ 
dence requirements for relief.

relief rolls, withot 
directly 


naming the instance which has 
stirred 
national 
controversy, 
that of Newburgh, N.Y. 


The message 
said: 
“Com­ 
munities which h a v e — for 
whatever motives — attempted 
to save money through ruth­ 
less and arbitrary cutbacks in 
their welfare rolls have found 
their efforts to little avail. The 
root problem remained.” 


By contrast, Kennedy said, 
communities which have “tried 
the rehabilitative road” for re­ 
lief clients have fared better: 
“Families have been restored 
to self-reliance, and relief rolls 
have been reduced.”

Shows Decline 


Corte M adera’s tax rate has 
shown 
a 
continuous 
decline 
durin g the past four years, it 
was indicated in the 1961 an­ 
nual rep o rt for the town. 


The cu rren t fiscal year's tax 
is $1 per $100 of assessed val­ 
uation, a drop of eight cents 
from the preceding fiscal year. 
The tax rate for 1959-60 was 
$1.25 and for 1958-59 it was 
$1.48. 


As stated in the 12-page re- 
i port, the tax rate was split 
up with 76 cents for the g en er­ 
al tax, 16 cents for th e special 
park tax, th ree cents for the 
recreation tax, and five cen*s 
for bond interest and red e m p ­ 
tion. 
I 
On an average, a Corte Ma­ 
dera resident paid $18.43 in 
town taxes last year. T he aver- j 
age per household was $58. Of 
this, the largest chunk was for 
street m aintenance and recon ­ 
struction, $23.55. 


The rest of the $58 tax m on­ 
ey w as spent for general gov­ 
e rn m en t, $11.25; police service, 
$10.96; park and recreation.

Seriously, if all the displays 
at the sportsmen's show this 
year are as comprehensive as 
the one from Italy, no one in­ 
terested in outdoor recreation 
should fail to pay at least one 
visit. 


THE RECEIPT of an invita­ 
tion for my good wife and my­ 
self to attend a reception and 
preview of Sports Italy at the 
Consulate General of Italy, in 
San Francisco, was the occa­ 
sion on which I spotted the 
sports submarine.

Korea south of the 38th paral­ 
lel, lie assumed command of 
the Seventh Infantry Division 
in Japan in January 1949. 
The following June he be­ 
came Chief of staff of the 
Eighth Army in Japan and 
was appointed c o m m a n d e r 
24th Infantrv Division which

was ordered to Korea on June 
25, 1950. 
In the bitter fighting in the 
Taejon area, 
General 
Dean, 
who shared in the fighting with 
his army of occupation, was 
captured by the enemy on Aug. 
25, 1950, and n o t h i n g was 
k n o w n of his whereabouts 
until the North Koreans an­ 
nounced he was a prisoner of 
war in mid-December 1951. He 
was released on Sept. 4, 1953, 
and three m o n t h s later as­ 
sumed his duties at the Pre­ 
sidio. 
U p o n the recommendation 
of Gen. Douglas MacArthur he 
was a w a r d e d the Medal of 
Honor in February 1951.

Pass Postal Rate 


For Most To Make

WASHINGTON—Last week 
the House of Representatives 
passed its first major legisla­ 
tion of the 1962 session of Con­ 
gress— a bill to end our per­ 
sistent postal deficit. 
It was a hard decision for 
most of us to make. Postal 
rates 
affect 
everyone. 
But 
when it came down to brass 
tacks, 
the 
majority 
of 
the! 
House decided that the postal! 
service ought to pay for itself, j 
The postal deficit contributed 
heavily to the total federal 
deficit. Eliminating it will go ; 
a long way towards balancing | 
the federal budget. 
Mail from home indicated 
anger that first class mail was 
subsidizing other mail, particu­ 
larly third-class “junk mail.” 
The postal bill sought to meet 
this complaint by 
requiring 
third class mail rates to meet 
80 per cent of the cost of 
handling. 
In an amendment from the 
floor, for which I voted, we 
raised the “junk mail" rate to 
the 100 per cent mark. 
The bill as passed by the 
House would increase postage 
on first-class letters from four 
cents to five cents per ounce; 
increase airmail letters from 
seven cents to eight cents per 
ounce; make postcards cost one 
cent more than they do now; 
increase 
second-class 
b u l k 
rates on newspapers and maga­ 
zines one cent per piece; and 
increase third-class bulk rates | 
one cent per piece. 
The first-class postage stamp I 
at five cents will still be the 
best bargain in America, when 
you consider the priority of j 
service, forwarding, and the 
absolute 
privacy 
guaranteed 
for a sealed first-class letter. 
It is a commonly held belief 
that our present first-class rate 
of four cents more than pays 
for handling first-class mail. 
This was true before “World 
War II. It is no longer true. 
The five-cent stamp will be 
needed to bring revenues up 
to current costs. 
Most of us do not realize 
that the gigantic postal deficit 
— now' more than eight billion 
dollars— dates from the post­ 
war years. In the last 15 years, 
costs of salaries, transporta­ 
tion, equipment and supplies 
have spiralled upward while 
postal rate adjustments have 
lagged 
far 
behind. 
Former 
President Dwight D. Eisenhow­ 
er, as well as President John 
F. Kennedy requested rate in­ 
creases to meet these higher 
costs. 
If you compare the three- 
cent stamp of 1932 with a five- 
cent stamp in 1962 it amounts 
tot a 67 per cent increase. Dur­ 
ing this same period there has 
been an 118 per cent increase

Corte Madera Creek Flood 
Has Long W ay To Travel 


Cheering to Marin C o u n t v is the 
A rmy Engineers Review Board's rec 
om m ended approval of the long-sought 
Corte M adera Creek flood control proj­ 
ect. The seven million dollar safeguard 
to property in the area has a chance for 
action at the current session of Con­ 
g r e s s , local supporters predict. But 
don't expect miracles. 
Major construction will be deepening, 
widening and reinforcem ent of Corte 
M adera C reek and its t r i b u t a r i e s , 
handling runoff in rainy periods and 
elim inating often recurring flood dam ­ 
age. From the original idea of relief to 
flood-menaced 
areas around College 
Avenue, the plan grew until the project 
now includes much of the Ross Valley, 
from east of the Greenbrae highway in­ 
terchange through fi\e com munities to 
Oak Manor. 
T here is rapid rescue action in the 
case of actual flood. But Congressional 
procedures to create a flood control 
project follow a tortuous course. There 
w ere 
discussions 
w i t h 
the 
Corps 
of A rm y Engineers and much research 
before the engineering study. T h e r e 
w ere appearances by Supervisor Chair­ 
m an W illiam D. Fusselman before the 
city councils of the com munities affect­ 
ed. with the County Board of Supervis­ 
ors being designated as the local agency 
for negotiations with the A rm y Engi­ 
neers. T here was conference regarding 
SI. 180.000 in state funds for right of 
way acquisition. 


The A rm y Engineers’ local district 
subm itted the plan to the A rm y Engi­ 
neers Review Board in W ashington, 
whose recom m endation for approval 
puts the m atter into Congress. 


Rigid prescribed channels m ust be 
followed at federal level. These will be 


innum erable committees actions and in­ 
clusion more than one Congressional 
bill. 
The Rivers and H arbors and Flood 
Control Bill is the first step, if approved 
by the Public W orks com mittees of both 
Houses. Both Houses then will vote on 
authorizing the project. 
Piggest hurdle will be getting the ini­ 
tial 
construction appropriation. 
Nor­ 
mally, such an item is included in the 
President's annual budget for the com­ 
ing fiscal year. If funds are not includ­ 
ed in the budget, the money can be 
voted by Congress: a difficult method. 
Assuming both Appropriations Com­ 
mittees approve the item, the initial 
funds needed for the project will be in­ 
cluded in the annual Appropriation Bill. 
Subsequent appropriations come easier, 
once the project is under way. 
So — b a r r i n g unusual expedition, 
authorization can be expected in July, 
and the first appropriation for construc­ 
tion should be made in 1963. probably 
in Septem ber of that year. First con­ 
struction should begin in 1965, with the 
project completion due in 1968. 
As the agency officially representing 
the area, the County Board of Super­ 
visors has pledged $26,000 annual main­ 
tenance of the project for fifty years. 
This can be recouped in two ways: (1) 
A district covering the affected area, 
with an estimated 3 1 2 per cent tax rate; 
<2) Countywide paym ent of the main­ 
tenance charge, adding about a cent to 
the tax rate. 
In either case, Marin County wins. 
Eliminated will be a serious flood poten­ 
tial with heavy money losses and disrup­ 
tion of norm al traffic. And the increas­ 
ed value of property under the project 
should more than offset the extra m ain­ 
tenance tax. 


M ARIN LOOKS AT POLITICS 
Cecil Hardesty Seeks Marin 
Votes In Schools Chief Bid

One of the leading candidates for 
state superintendent of public instruc­ 
tion. Dr. Cecil D. Hardesty of San Diego, 
was a Marin visitor this week, making 
a speech or two and being shepherded 
around to see people by Marin County 
Supt. V irg il Hollis. The county super­ 
intendent in San Diego since 1950 is a 
leading candidate because he 
started running a year ago 
and no one has yet caught 
up. 
Hardesty, a former class­ 
room teacher, principal, busi­ 
ness manager and university 
lecturer, sees the need for 
use of the state superintend- 
ency for the improvement of 
schools 
in 
California. 
He 
doesn't think they are ‘ bad 
now, in fact I think they are 
good. But they can be better.” 
His suggestion is that the 
state superintendent act as 
the catalyst in encouraging 
improvements 
in 
teaching 
methods, textbooks, and cur­ 
riculum. 
Through 
research 
programs in, say, the teach­ 
ing of mathematics' or read­ 
ing. new methods could be 
developed and offered, nay 
urged upon lagging districts, 
he thinks. 
As 
superintendent, 
he 
would act with dependable 
alacrity in doing the bidding 
of the appointed State Board 
of Education as its executive 
officer. But he would not be 
afraid to stand up to the 
board if their program runs 
counter to his position as an 
elected official. He admits the 
line would be fine. 
For some time he has felt 
the 
s t a t e 
superintendent 
should be appointive and the 
state 
board 
elective. 
“But 
that’s not the way it is. We 
have to proceed under the 
situation as it is, net a* we’d 
like it/* If and when he's 


elected to the post, he’s not 
sure he won’t change his 
mind. ‘ Maybe I’ll find I like 
being elected and more in­ 
dependent,” he declared. 


HARDESTY SPENT a little 
time last weekend in Fresno 
conferring with Democratic 
leaders there. 
But he didn't make the 
rounds as did Wallace W. 
Hall of Belvedere, state as­ 
sociate superintendent, who 
also seeks the top education 
spot. 
Wally made the rounds of 
district caucus after caucus 
in Fresno, presumably giving 
them his best non-partisan 
Democratic pitch. 
A n o t h e r superintendent 
candidate was in evidence. 
Literature favoring Charles 
M. Berlese, Sacramento Jun­ 
ior College engineering in­ 
structor, was circulated to 
the 
California 
Democratic 
Council delegates. If Berlese 
himself was there, however, 
he wasn’t much in evidence.

There have been several 
nationwide debates on the 
grave 
topic 
of community 
bomb shelters. Ninety per 
cent of the argument against 
community bomb shelters can 
be summed up in four state­ 
ments: 
1. I don’t think any bomb 
shelter of any type would 
protect me. 
2. I 
would prefer living 
alone with my family in a 
private shelter. 
3. I couldn’t stand living, 
dressing, and eating in the 
same shelter as 500 other peo­ 
ple. 
W’hat 
toilet 
facilities 
would we have? 
4. The shelter would be­ 
come so “packed” that the 
people in charge would be 
throwing others out. 
Let us take each statement 
in turn: 
(1) People 
misunderstand 
the meaning of the word 
“bomb-shelter.” Actual name 
of this type is fallout shelter. 
The building is designed to 
do just what the name im­ 
plies: protect people from fall­ 
out, not from the initial blast. 
(2) However, there is al­ 
ways the person who wants 
to be with his family. How is 
this person going to get to his 
family? He would answer, “I 
have my family trained to 
rush home as soon as the alert 
sounds.” 
Best reply is a question of 
my own: “How will he and his 
family arrive home on time 
with every other Mr. Jones 
and his family rushing home 
at the same time?”

WASHINGTON — The So­ 
viet Union is still erecting ev­ 
ery possible barrier against a 
nuclear test-ban. 
Its latest 
maneuvers close nearly every 
crack in prospects of serious 
negotiation in the foreseeable 
future. 


Monday, S. K. Tsarapkin, 
chief Soviet delegate stalked 
out of the Geneva session, 
leaving total disagreement in 
conference efforts. He blam­ 
ed the West for wrecking the 
conference and insisted there 
will be no more talks. 
Tsarapkin has put the So­ 
viet stand so baldly that there 
can be little doubt that the 
Soviets are intent upon two 
things: (1) Maintain freedom 
to test at will; (2) Blame it all 
on the West. 
Tsarapkin’s l a t e s t pro­ 
nouncement at Geneva, which 
included violent name-calling 
against Britain and the U.S. 
which have refrained from 
following the Kremlin’s viola­ 
tion of the test moratorium, 
leaves 
the 
situation 
right 
here: 


THE SOVIET UNION will 
consider no kind of test-ban 
whatsoever which goes be­ 
yond the word of each partici­ 
pant that it is being carried 
out. 
A fter the West accepted 
the Soviets’ own suggestion 
that the test-ban talks ought 
to be made part of the agenda 
for “complete and general 
disarmam ent,” Tsarapkin sud­ 
denly announced that that is 
not what they want at all; in­ 
stead, they would like to re­ 
sume the Geneva talks out of 
which they walked last sum­ 
mer. 
But even if Geneva negotia­ 
tions are resumed, the Soviets 
will not consider any “inter­ 
national control” as a part of 
a test-ban treaty. Tsarapkin 
says: let’s resume the Geneva 
taiks but only “on the basis 
of our proposal for a national 


network” 
for inspecting a 
test-ban agreement. This can 
only mean a test-ban which 
would have no means of en­ 
forcement. 


THE UNITED STATES does 
not at all insist that the test- 
ban talks be transferred to 
the 
18-nat.ion 
disarmament 
forum which is due to con­ 
vene on March 14. The U. S. 
is prepared to negotiate any­ 
time, anyplace in any forum 
in order to bring about a per­ 
m anent end to all nuclear 
testing with sufficient con­ 
trols to protect against viola­ 
tion. 
We are prepared to resume 
negotiations at the point they 
reached when Tsarapkin was 
ordered home to Moscow in 
August so that the Soviet 
delegates wouldn’t be actual­ 
ly at the conference table 
while 
Khrushchev’s 
bombs 
were being exploded in the 
atmosphere. 
The United States and Brit­ 
ain are prepared to examine 
any kind of test-ban treaty 
which Moscow directs Tsarap­ 
kin to offer. But the Soviets 
know that the West will not 
bind themselves against ever 
testing nuclear weapons with­ 
out some means of checking 
to be sure that the treaty is 
being observed. We do not 
ask for any degree of inspec­ 
tion within the Soviet Union 
which would not be equally 
applicable to the West. 
Tsarapkin’s Geneva state­ 
ment is intended to be mis­ 
leading. He says: don’t trans­ 
fer test-ban talks to the dis­ 
armament foruin where Mos­ 
cow 
previously 
advocated 
they be put; let’s resume talks 
at 
Geneva 
which 
Moscow 
broke off; but, no test-ban 
with any international con­ 
trol. 
This adds up to one conclu­ 
sion—that the Soviets want 
no test ban but don’t want to 
admit it.

LINCOLN. Neb. (LTD—Many 
of Nebraska’s more thoughtful 
citizens are disturbed by the | 
steady exodus of young men 
and women who migrate to | 
other states to take up perman-1 
ent residence. 
The outflow points np one 
of the major Nebraska prob­ 
lems; Supplying an attractive 
diversification of employment 
possibilities which would keep 
the young folks at home. 
After the announcement that 
Nebraska will lose one of its 
four congressmen in 1963 be­ 
cause of failure to keep pace 
with the population growth of 
| other states, the 
late Gov. 
Ralph G. Brooks called a spe­ 
cial session of the legislature 
during the summer of 1960. He 
urged passage of a law- calling 
for a vote on a constitutional 
amendment which would per­ 
mit cities and counties to issue 
revenue bonds in their at­ 
tempts to land new' industries. 
Brooks said 
if the 
state I 
hoped to stem the loss of its 
young citizens it had to offer 
better incentives for them to 
stay. He argued that helping 
new industries locate in the 
state was an essential step. 
The legislature agreed, as 
did the people, who gave their 
overwhelming endorsement to 
the amendment at the last gen­ 
eral election. 
The 1961 law. implementing 
the wish of the people, is now 
being tested in the courts. A 
"friendly” suit was filed re­ 
cently by the state's attorney 
general with the stated pur­ 
pose of making sure that the 
new law' is constitutional. 
All the talk about the need 
of more employment oppor­ 
tunities helps drive home the 
fact that Nebraska’s population, 
which not too many years ago 
was predominantly rural, is 
gradually becoming more ur­ 
banized. 
Those who have had success 
in attracting new industry say 
that one of the strongest in­ 
ducements has been the avail­ 
ability of competent workers. 
The state also has a "right to 
work” law, which is looked 
upon favorably by some pros­ 
pective employers, 
j 
The record shows Nebraska 
! has had comparatively little 
i labor-management strife. 
During the 1961 legislature 
session, most pro-labor bills fell 
by the wayside. Those killed in­ 
cluded a fair employment prac­ 
tices act. a state labor relations 
act, and a minimum wage pro­ 
posal. 
Union spokesmen said the 
I "anti-labor” climate is a signifi- 
j cant obstable to the state in its 
I quest for new industries.

opposed to liberalization of the 
labor laws countered by saying 
t hat prospective employers 
hesitate to establish firms in 
areas where difficulties with 
unions are common. 
Also 
bothering 
Nebraska 
officials is the fact that Nebras­ 
ka farms are helping produce 
the mountain of surplus crops, 
which wind up in government 
storage bins. 
Two years ago, the legisla­ 
ture enacted a special levy 
which produces about $300 000 
annually for researching new 
uses for farm commodities in 
industry. 
This 
approach 
to 
helping 
solve 
the 
surplus 
problem is being closely watch­ 
ed by neighboring states, some 
of which are cooperating in 
studies aimed at broadening 
Nebraska’s 
activities into a 
Midwest movement. 
Like many other states, Ne­ 
braska has embarked on an ex­ 
tensive tourist promotion pro­ 
gram. State Game Commission 
director Mel Steen says the 
state, "which is loaded with 
Old West Americana,” should 
easily be able to beguile tour­ 
ists into stopping a day or two 
in Nebraska. Once here, he 
said, they are bound to spend 
money. Steen believes tourism 
could be built into a $500 mil­ 
lion annual business in Ne­ 
braska. 
Apparently convinced that 
Steen had a point, the legisla­ 


ture enacted a special tax levy 
which will yield $10 million 
during the next decade for im­ 
provement of state parks and 
recreational areas. 
Taxation and education are 
two other areas which have 
been fretting some of Nebras­ 
ka’s leaders. Nothing much is 
being done to change the status 
quo. 
The 1961 legislature knocked 
down by a decisive margin an 
attempt to impose a sales and 
income tax. Opponents argued 
that keeping the sources of 
revenue narrowed forces gov­ 
ernmental agencies to operate 
economically. But there are 
others who believe the state’s 
overall development is being 
stunted by an insufficiency of 
tax funds. 
Nebraska has cut the num­ 
ber of school districts from 
about 6.000 to slightly more 
than 3,000 in recent years. 
Some of the more optimistic 
educators say the total will be 
cut down gradually in the years 
ahead. 
Occasionally the argument is 
heard that if the state embark­ 
ed on a program of state aid 
and forced minimum require­ 
ments in determining eligibil­ 
ity for the aid. Nebraska’s 
school consolidation problems 
would be solved and there 
would be an attendant upgrad­ 
ing of the quality of the educa­ 
tional programs.

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Compensation Laws Attacked 


WASHINGTON (I’PD—If you 
should ever be injured at work 
— a fate that befalls some two 
i dllion Americans each year— 
you will suddenly develop a 
keen interest in a complex 
body of laws that has grown up 
in the United States during the 
past 50 years under the some­ 
what quaint name of “ Work­ 
men's compensation.” 


Workmen’s compensation is 
one of the nation’s oldest social 
insurance p r o g r a m s , dating 
back to statutes adopted in 
1911 by Wisconsin and nine 
other states. Despite its ven- 
erabilitv, the system is today 
the subject of sharp contro­ 
versy', with some critics charg­ 
ing that the laws pro\ide gross­ 
ly inadequate protection, and 
others contending that they 
are. in some instances, far too 
liberal. 
It is not impossible for both 
groups to be right. There are 
54 separate workmen’s com- 


pensation laws in the United 
States—one for each state and ; 
territory plus two federal laws! 
—and they vary to an almost 
fantastic degree in the scope of 
coverage and type of benefits 
they provide. 
For example, an arm at work 
is worth five times as much in 
Wisconsin as in Wyoming. A 
man blinded on the job could 
receiie up to $75 a week for 
life in Hawaii, but in North 
Carolina his maximum pension 
w'ould be $35 a week, and it 
1 would be cut off after eight 
years. 
Even within a given state, 
there are great differences in 
the protection accorded to var­ 
ious types of workers. Thus a 
Texas who is hurt in a factory 
may draw compensation for as 
long as 401 weeks; but if he is 
hurt on a farm, he gets noth­ 
ing. 
Before workmen's compen­ 
sation laws were adopted, an

employe injured on his job 
could recover damages only by 
filing suit in court. Today an 
employe covered by workmen’s 
compensation cannot sue his 
employer for on-the-job injury. 
Thus the laws, originally de­ 
signed to insure a speedier and 
more certain redress for work­ 
ers, have come to serve, in this 
era of sky-high jury verdicts 
in damage suits, as a kind of 
protection for employers also. 
This point is of special im­ 
portance in the states—there 
are 24 of them—in which em­ 
ployers have an option of com­ 
ing under the coverage of the 
law. or of staying and taking 
their chances in court. 
Even in states where work-j 
men’s compensation laws are 1 
compulsory certain types o f1 
employers may be specifically I 
exempted. 
Agriculture, although it now 
ranks as the second most “ dan­ 
gerous” industry in terms of 
accident rates, is widely ex­ 
cluded from the laws. There 
are only nine states in w'hich 
farm workers are covered in 
the same wa\ as other workers, 
although several other states 
provide for partial or voluntary 
coverage of agricultural em­ 
ployes. 
Although accident rates are 
often higher in small plants 
than large ones. 28 states re­ 
quire an employer to come 
under workmen’s compensation 
only if he has a certain mini­ 
mum number of employes— 
thus leaving the smallest firms 
exempt. 
Because of these and other 
exclusions, fewer than two- 
thirds of the nation’s workers 
are now' covered by workmen's 
compensation. Specifically, of 
68 million persons in the work 
force, about 43 million are cov­ 
ered, and 25 million are NOT. 
The original concept of the 
system — still explicitly stated 
in most of the laws—is that an 
injured worker should receive 
i a compensation equivalent to 
two-thirds of his regular salary 
for the duration of his disabil­ 
ity. 


But — and for the injured 
worker, this can be an enor­ 
mous but—every one of the 54 
| laws contains provisions w'hich 
I set a maximum limit on the 
amount or duration of benefits, 
or both. It is these maximums, 
rather than the “ tw’o-thirds 
rule,” which determine how 
| much is actually paid in a large 
percentage of cases. 
The lowest maximum—$30 a 
week—prevails in Georgia. The 
national average is about $40 a 


week, and only 12 laws provide 
maximums of $50 a week or 
higher. At the top of the scale, 
Alaska’s maximum is $100 a 
week, and Arizona's $150. 
Perhaps the greatest varia­ 
tion is in the duration of bene­ 
fits paid to disabled workers. 
Thirty laws provide that the 
payments continue for the en­ 
tire period of disability. The 
remaining 24 laws provide for 
cutting off compensation pay­ 
ments after some maximum 
period, which ranges from 330 
to 550 w eeks. 
If a worker is killed on the 
job (and it happens to 14,000 
persons annually) 11 states pro­ 
vide compensation for his wid­ 
ow for life, or until remarriage. 
The other laws cut off a wid­ 
ow's pension after a certain 
period, usually less than 10 
years. 
One of the anomalies of the 
system is that some widows 
may draw dual benefits, from 
workmen’s compensation and 
social security, adding up to 
more than their husbands earn­ 
ed while alive. To compound 
the absurdity, both of their 
pensions may be cut off after 
a few years (workmen's com­ 
pensation by a time limit, so­ 
cial security by the children 
reaching age 18) so they are 
left penniless. 
Employers have a lively in­ 
terest in the amount and dura­ 
tion of workmen’s compensa­ 
tion payments, because they 
foot

through insurance premiums. 
Some states operate their own 
insurance funds, while others 
allow the employer to buy cov­ 
erage from accredited private 
firms, or to underwrite their 
own risks. The most common 
pattern is private insurance, 
which accounts for about two- 
thirds of the $1.2 billion in 
compensation payments made 
annually. 
The insurance premium paid 
by any particular employer is 
revised upward or downward 
annually on the basis of claims 
awarded to his workers. 
The average company pays 
about $1.20 in premiums for 
every $100 of its payroll, but in 
this as in everything else about 
workmen’s compensation, there 
are wide variations. A firm cov­ 
ering office workers only may 
pay only 10 cents per $100, 
while one engaged in very haz­ 
ardous work may have to pay 
as much as $20 per $100. 
There have been protests 
from 
some 
employers 
that 
workmen’s c o m p e n s a t i o n 
boards have been too liberal 
about g r a n t i n g long-term 
awards to workers who suffer 
heart attacks or come down 
with other diseases which may 
be due more to advancing age 
than to any hazard of their | 
work. 
Some employers have charg-, 
ed that this trend could ulti-1 
mately lead to a kind of indus­ 
try-financed “ socialized medi­ 
cine.” 
The AFL-CIO contends, on 
the other hand, that benefits 
are inadequate even under the 
best law's, and are positively 
“ niggardly” under most. 
Neither management nor la­ 
bor would argue with the need 
for far greater uniformity in 
compensation law's, and the 
Council of State Governments 
is working toward that end, al­ 
beit slowly.

Thus the robot is informed | 
of the desired distance and the 
size of the vacation resort, the 
landscape and other interests 
of the client and his minimum 1 
demands for vacation comfort.j 
The machine blinks its lights ! 
and with a few seconds Zuse 
sputtered out a typed advisory | 
for the customer, chosen from 
the more than 500 vacation 
resorts from Westerland 
in 
Northern Germany to Loiret de j 
Mar in Spain, including details 
like prices for double and 
single rooms 
Like any good travel clerk 
Zuse is very polite. The typed- 
out vacation advisories read:, 
“ . . . I have carefully studied j 
your requirements and from 
| the European vacation resorts 
known to me. I advise . 
. 
The 
| clients are also addressed in­ 
dividually as “ Dear Madam." 
! “Dear Miss,” or “ Dear Sir.” 
The advisory is signed off: 
“ Always at your service, Zuse 
Z23.’’ 
More than 8.000 words are 
stored in Zuse. Dr. Peter Pagin- 
ski, director of the Nord Cen­ 
ter, says it poses no difficulties 
to store a million words in the 
robot so there is practically no 
I limit to Zuse’s services.

But Zuse. although a robot, 
cannot be caught by surprise. 
A client who wanted to listen 
to “the rush of the ocean in 
the Alps” was told that even 
in the age of electronic tech­ 
nique it was impossible to 
transpose mountains to the sea.

MADRID (UPD — Ten years 
ago, the yearly influx of visit­ 
ors to Spain barely topped the 
million and a quarter mark. To. 
day, t o u r i s m is one of the 
country’s biggest moneymak- 
ers. 
Visitors to Spain last year 
put more than 316 million dol­ 
lars into the nation’s coffers. 
Records for I960 show more 
than six million entries by for­ 
eigners into Spain. 
The Spanish State Touring 
Office, in a recently compiled 
survey, showed the tourist in­ 
flux for 1960 to be a 45 per 
cent increase over the previous 
year. And t o u r i s m officials 
here predict a continuing in­ 
crease in visitors. 
According to the survey, the 
French have led the tourist 
boom, for the last 10 years. 
More than 2.5 million visitors 
from France entered Spain last 
year. 
Great Britain has been next 
in line to F r a n c e , with last 
year’s British visitors totalling 
624,057. The United States fol­ 


lowed with a recorded 492,165 
tourists in 1960. 
The survey showed distinct 
national difference in vacation 
preferences. 
French tourists in the last 10 
years have preferred the north­ 
ern Ba'sque province on the At­ 
lantic coast while Scandinavi­ 
ans headed for the “Costa del 
Sol” Mediterranean resort area. 
Madrid was the magnet for 
the bulk of American tourists 
and Mallorca and the o t h e r 
Balearic islands proved popu­ 
lar with Swiss tourists. 
In the last decade, August 


has consistently been Spain’s 
most crowded month for tour­ 
ists. 
During that month last year, 
more than a million crossed 
the Spanish frontier to exceed 
the total number of tourists for 
entire year of 1951. 
January and February have 
been tourism’s slow months 
during the last decade and the 
State Tourist Office has been 
studying this drop in an effort 
to increase the number of en­ 
tries for these months.

Mayan Indian Civilization 
Beginning To Lure Tourists 


Accreditation 


For Museums? 


UXMAL, Mexico (UPD—Trav­ 
elers from the United States 
are just beginning to find a 
civilization — and its proud 
and richly ornamented relics— 
that had been lost for hundreds 
of years. 
Less than two nours by jet 
from the modem splendor of 
Miami Beach, and another hour 
by car, the visitor sees the re­ 
mains of a great Mayan Indian 
civilization rise up from the 
jungles of Yucatan. 
Uxmal, some 50 miles from 
the provincial capital of Meri­ 
da, is just one of the ancient 
cities that has been around for 
at least 1,000 years, and at last 
is beginning to attract the at­ 
tention of the history lover and 
the traveler who has taken in 
all the standard sights. 
Those who began the work 
of restoring the jungle-choked 
ruins of Uxmal (pronounced 
Ooshmal) in 1926, faced rather 
rugged conditions. But the va­ 
cationer nowadays can stay in 
first class comfort (with a 
swimming pool right at hand), 
a short walk away from the 
sprawling city that harbored 
an advanced civilization by the 
10th Century, and probably 
earlier. 
The first and most startling 
sight greeting the tourist ap­ 
proaching the ruins is the 102- 
foot high pyramid called the 
House of the Magician (or 
Dwarf), which supposedly was 


built in one night by a dwarf. 
Slanting upward at a crazy 
angle of nearly 80 degrees, the 
pyramid presents a challenge 
to the adventurous—the climb 
to the top up steps only a few 
inches wide while preventing 
a plunge backward only by 
holding onto a link chain. 
Another thrill waits at the 
top— swinging out over noth­ 
ing while holding onto the 
chain to make the descent on 
the other side. For some, to 
look and tripping a few steps 
is enough. 
Close at hand along a path 
through the quick - growing 
jungle grass is the fantastic 
“Nunnery,” a quadrangle of 
stone buildings topped by lat­ 
tice-work squares reminiscent 
of Spanish nunneries. 
A carved image of Chac, the 
rain god of the Indian civiliza­ 
tion, looks down from a build­ 
ing. It was carved with stone 
implements, because t hose 
were the only ones the Indians 
had. 
From another building, a 
feathered serpent (another dei­ 
ty) twines across the facade. 
The faces of other gods stare 
out toward the so-called “false 
arch” 
of 
the Mayans. Not 
knowing about the keystone, 
the Indians built pointed, in­ 
stead of rounded, arches. 
Another short walk to the 
Palace of the Governors and 
I there’s a chance to rest on a 


stone throne — a two-headed 
jaguar. 
The ancient city sprawls on 
plateau - like mounds rising 
from the jungle, inviting days 
of exploring. And it is smaller 
than the more famous city of 
ruins at Chichen Itza, some 80 
miles from Merida. 
The climate is sub-tropical, 
but the evenings can be re­ 
freshingly cool during winter. 
Uxmal was put just a jet 
hop over the Gulf from the 
southeastern U.S. with Pan 
American World Airways re­ 
cent inauguration of jet service 
to Mexico City via Merida, the 
first U.S. flag jet service along 
the route from Miami. For 
tourists from the west and 
those taking in Mexico City, 
Merida is only 90 minutes from 
the Mexican capital by jet. 
New Orleans, too, is only 90 
minutes from Merida, provid­ 
ing an easy route for midwest- 
ern travelers. The drive to Ux­ 
mal from Merida is by paved 
highway, through rich country­ 
side and thatched-roof native 
villages.

PANAJACHEL, 
Guatemala 
(UPD—Against the backdrop of 
some of the most spectacular 
mountain and lake scenery in 
the world, the vacationer can 
journey more than 200 years 
into the past—and do it in mod­ 
ern comfort. 
Panajachel is the little vil­ 
lage where the highway meets 
Lake Atitlan some 90 miles of 
constant sightseeing away from 
the capital of Guatemala City. 
A few' miles away across the 
glassy waters of the lake, and 
with 
three 
dead 
volcanoes 
looking over your shoulder, 
you can step from a modern 
power launch into an Indian 
village still living for the most 
part in the 18th Century. 
San Antonio Palopo is just 
one of nearly a dozen villages 
that climb the mountains ris­ 
ing from the shores of the 16 
by 12-mile lake that glimmers 
green 
under 
the 
close-by 
clouds. 
Life is simple in the shad­ 
ows of the mountains that rise 
as much as 2,000 feet from the 
5,000-foot elevation of the lake. 
There are no roads or phone 
lines to the outside — crops 
from the terraced fields that 
climb the mountains are car­ 
ried out to the nearest highway 
or market on the backs of the 
men along narrow trails. 
Women with babies slung on 
their backs and even little girls 
carry water from the central 
fountain in pottery jars — that 
weigh as much as 43 pounds 
when filled—on their heads. 
Everyone lives in mud-wall­ 
ed, thatched roofed cottages 
along the dirt trails. There 
aren’t any streets or sidewalks 
as such, it’s a steep climb— and 
one to be taken slowly at this 
altitude— to work up from the 
shore to what could be called 
the village square—the rela­ 
tively level patch occupied by 
the fountain and the old, white­ 


washed Spanish colonial style 
Roman Catholic church. 
You’d know a villager from 
San Antonio anywhere once 
you’ve seen one of them. Ev­ 
erybody 
dresses 
alike; 
the 
women in long, blue wrap­ 
around skirts and blouses with 
red fronts and striped red and 
white sleeves; the men in 
checked brown and tan apron- 
skirts, shirts similar to the 
women’s 
blouses, 
and, 
for 
church, a solid blue coat. All 
the clothing is woven right in 
the village, just as distinctive 
tribal clothing is made in vil­ 
lages all over this mountainous 
Central American land. 
If the Spanish padre is in 
the village on his boat-borne 
visits around the lake, you can 
see the people summoned to 
Mass by the bells cast in 1730 
which stand in a thatched pa­ 
vilion outside. Inside the men 
put on huge scapulars and 
kneel to the left of the altar in 
the aged building, and the 
women and children to the 
right. 
Outside the visitor gets a 
few curious smiles, but there’s 
little 
other 
communication. 
The villagers speak a Mayan 
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patois rather than the Spanish 
of their nation. 
Turkeys peck in the dirt 
yards, the women wash cloth­ 
ing by beating it on the rocks 
at the edge of the lake, the 
men cultivate corn that grows 
vertically despite the angled 
mountainside. 
All this is only 45 minutes 
away from the comfortable ho­ 
tels and pensions of Panajach­ 
el, which is a quaint village in 
its own right.

NEW D ELHI m — Thugs 
f ill are thriving in the ravines 
of the Chambal River in North 
Central India. 
Chambal. one of the tribu­ 
taries of the 
sacred Hindu 
river 
Y a m u n a , 
meanders 
through the states of Uttar Pra­ 
desh. Rajasthan and Madhya 
Pradesh. 
Every year the river attracts 
large numbers of devout Hin­ 
dus who come to wash away 
their sins. Its surrounding ter­ 
ritory provides excellent hide­ 
outs for bandits. 
The b a n d i t s , commonly 
known in India as “ Dacoits." 
are active in a 1.200-square- 
mile area along the river. The 
riverside is forested by scrub 
jungle and a series of deep ra­ 
vines. 
The “ Dacoit’’ problem has 
existed for centuries in India. 
During the 19th c e n t u r y , 
hordes of marauding Pindaris 
— bands of lav less men—went 
about the country plundering 
in a most organized manner. 
Lord Warren Hastings, Gov­ 
ernor-General of India from 
1813 to 1823. was so annoyed 
by the Dacoits' activities that 
he once decreed that every’ 
convicted 
bandit 
should 
be 
lynched in his own village. The 
rest of the family, he ordered, 
should become “ slaves of the j 
state.“’ 
A stricter control over arms 
licenses and increase in police i 
forces— a measure presumably J 
adopted by the British in hopes 
of suppressing Indian political 
terrorists as well as eliminating 
bandits— almost brought about 
an end to the problem in the 
early 1930's. But relaxed con­ 
ditions following the 1947 par­ 
tition of the Indian sub-con­ 
tinent appear to have revived 
the desperadoes. 
One of the most famous In­ 
dian Dacoits was a burly, mus- 
taehed feudal lord named Raja 
Man Singh 
Man Singh, a sort 
of Indian Robin Hood, remain­ 
ed active for more than 30 
years and was accused of more 
than 200 murders and 1.000 
robberies. 
Some 1.000 policemen head­

More Nationalities, Windows 
In Russia, New Study Shows 


WASHINGTON (UPD — Rus­ 
sia “ probably has the largest 
proportion of widows of any 
country in the world.” 
It also has one of the world’s 
most “ polyglot” populations, 
with more than 100 separate 
nationalities. 
These and many other facts 
about the Russian population 
are disclosed in a new study 
by the Population Reference 
Bureau, a private non-profit 


research organization whose 
headquarters are here. 
“ Not a single generation of 
the Soviet people, except those 
who are under 12 years of age, 
has escaped the repercussions 
of war, revolution, forced la­ 
bor or famine,” the Bureau re­ 
ports. “These misfortunes have 
left many scars on the Russian 
population.”

Russia,

States, has experienced a sub­ 
stantial population shift from 
rural to urban areas during the 
past 20 years. The rural popu­ 
lation declined by 21 million, 
while the urban population 
grew by 40 million. 


It also has had a major geo­ 
graphic shift in population 
concentration. 
But 
w’hereas 
America’s population has his­ 
torically moved westward, Rus­ 
sia’s great migration has been 
in the opposite direction — 
Eastward toward the Urals and 
Siberia. 
Russia’s birth rate (25 births 
per 1,000 population per year) 
and 
its 
overall 
population 
growth rate (about 1.7 per 
cent annually at present) close­ 
ly approximate those of the 
United States. 
The Bureau reports that the 
Soviet government seems to 
follow “ contradictory” policies 
toward population control. 
On one hand, it permits con­ 
traception, abortion and ster­ 
ilization for health and other 
reasons. 
On the other hand, the gov­ 
ernment 
provides 
financial 
subsidies for large families, 
maternity leaves for employed 
urban women, and medals to 
“heroine mothers” who have

Russia has much poor land 
(47 per cent of its area has per­ 
manently frozen subsoil, 14 
per cent is desert) and its agri­ 
cultural output also is handi­ 
capped by “ harsh” climatic 
conditions. 


CINCINNATI (UPD — Slopes

NEW YORK (UPD—Education 
apparently doesn’t reduce re­ 
ligious or racial prejudice—it 
just teaches a man to express 
it more politely. 
That’s the finding of a study 
of attitudes toward Jews and 
Negroes in the United States 
made by Dr. Charles Herbert 
Stember of Rutgers University 
for the American Jewish Com­ 
mittee. Its basis is an analysis 
of public opinion polls made 
during the 1940’s and early 
1950’s. 
Until a generation ago, Stem­ 
ber said, it was “believed that 
the teaching of facts about mi­ 
nority groups could do much to 
reduce prejudice . . . In recent 
years it has no longer seemed 
so obvious that, classroom learn­ 
ing is an escalator which auto­ 
matically lifts the individual to 
higher levels of group under­ 
standing.” 
In fact, he said, it seems pos­ 
sible that “the educational pro­ 
cess, by scrupulously refraining 
from teaching specific doc­ 
trines, may in effect be creat­ 
ing a vacuum which the pre­ 
vailing 
winds 
of 
prejudice 
might rush in to fill.” 
Educated persons are gener­ 
ally vehement in opposing legal 
restrictions against minorities, 
he found, but also are more 
likely to reject personal con­ 
tacts with members of minor­ 
ity groups. 
The only instances in which 
he found education had a mark­ 
ed effect in lessening prejudice 
were those involving persons of 
low social and economic status. 
The less educated among this 
group expressed more preju­ 
dice than those in higher status 
groups.

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Bionics-A New Word In Science World 
Puts Animal Kingdom To Industrial Use 


BURBANK <UPP—What’s new 
In space today'’ Bugs, rattle­ 
snakes, whales, mice and mon­ 
keys. 


Rattlesnakes 
are 
teaching 
man how to detect danger. Mos­ 
quitoes how to communicate. 
Goldfish 
how

The animal kingdom now is 
one of the most intense areas 
of investigation in American 
industry. 


More than 20.000 biologists 
work in corporate research lab­ 
oratories in this country, ac­ 
cording to the authoritative Na­ 
tional Science Foundation. 


From this research has come 
a new word — bionics. While 
massive engineering effort re­ 
lies upon virtually every’ known 
science, none may be more fas­ 
cinating than investigation of 
parallel 
problems 
in 
lower 
orders of the animal kingdom. 
Bionics relates knowledge of 
life processes to the solution 
of engineering problems. 
Lockheed Aircraft Corpora­ 
tion reports each of its major 
divisions now houses a life- 
aciences section seeking new 
light on ocean, space and air 
systems. 
Presently starring at a labor­ 
atory partially supported by 
the Lockheed - California Com­ 
pany in Tubingen. Germany, 
is the common mosquito. Why? 
Because, it seems, one mosqui­ 
to can talk to another mos­ 
quito as much as 150 feet away 
with complete indifference to 
all interfering noises that na­ 
ture. and the scientists, can de­ 
vise. 
And interference is a prime 
problem in man’s e’ er-length- 
ening communication — under 
the sea. in the air, in outer 
space. 
How does the mosquito man­ 
age 
this? 
Nobody 
knows. 
Neither wind nor thunder nor 
raucous sirens can cut through 
the hum a mosquito generates 
by vibrating its wings. If and 
when the specialists figure it 
out, Lockheed may be able to 
apply it to communications sys­ 
tems in today's missiles, satel­ 
lites. airplanes and submarines. 
Rattlesnakes 
taught 
biolo­ 
gists lessons in infra-red per­ 
ception that antedated what is 
probably the most sophisticated 
satellite ever lofted. This is 
Midas, one of Lockheed's edu­ 
cated satellite family. 
Ripping around the globe in 
circular polar orbit, hundreds 
of miles up. Midas is designed 
to “feel'’ and report instantly, 
through infra-red sensing, the 
launching of a rocket or missile 
anywhere on earth. 
So sensitive is its scanning 
equipment that it reportedly 
can distinguish the fiery tail 
of an 1CBM leaving its launch­ 


ing pad from all other hot spots j 
or earth. 
This is a practical applica­ 
tion today of a principle found I 
I in nature. Biologists at the Uni­ 
versity of California at Los An­ 
geles discovered that a rattle­ 
snake 
through 
an 
infra-red 
sensing organ in its head, could I 
detect temperature changes of 
one-thousandth of a degree. 
Frogs also intrigue scientists 
— not because the frog i s : 
smart, but because he is simple. 
The frog’s eyes and mind are 
combined in a simple but ef­ 
fective system that eliminates; 
all detail but what’s needed to 


i catch an insect on the wing or 
escape an enemy. 
Knowledge of the frog's opti­ 
cal system, observed by re- > 


searchers at Massachusetts In­ 
stitute of Technology, is being 
applied by scientists of the 
Ffedio Corporation of America 
to electronic techniques which 
can do a similar job of filtering 
out everything but the mini- 
mum information the machine 
needs. 
Ordinary goldfish have some­ 
thing to contribute to space 
science. Because goldfish have 
an inner ear mechanism simil­ 
ar to man's scientists at the 
Lockheed-Georgia Company in 
Marietta used fish instead of 
men 
in 
preliminary 
experi­ 
ments to determine the effect 
of zero gravity upon the sense 
of balance. 
Biologists of Lockheed-Cali- 
fornia Compahy are busy at sea

Father King 
Fights Fire, 
Holds Mass 


LEEDS, N . D, (UPD—After 25 
years 
of 
firefighting 
from 
Rhode Island to North Dakota, 
the Rev. Stephen King has giv­ 
en up his red chief’s car for 
the more dignified black se­ 
dan that he now drives around 
his Catholic parish here. 


This is not to say that Fath­ 
er King is through with fire­ 
fighting.

Hoped For From Sea 


NEW 
YORK 
(Uri) — More 
than 200 communities through­ 
out the United States which 
feel they need more water for 
every day use are anxiously 
watching efforts now being 
made to economically shake 
the salt out of the sea. 
The number of such com­ 
munities is increasing. It is es- 
| timated the nation’s water con­ 
sumption for agriculture, in- 
1 dustry and the home will reach 
600 billion gallons a day by 
1930. That's 100 billion gallons 
more than now is readily avail­ 
able. 
Currently, about 312 billion 
I gallons of water are consumed 
daily in the United States. To­ 
tal daily water supply is about

the same symptoms of person­

Dr. Heath is professor and 
chairman of the department of 
phsychiatry and neurology at 
Tulane. 


500 billion gallons, but use is 
rising and the available supply 
is not uniformly distributed. 
Rainfall, the majors ource of 
water, varies from 51.2 inches 
a year in the South Atlantic 
states to 10.3 inches in the 
driest areas of the Southwest.

Nev­ 
er intended to be profitable, 
the plant now produces a thou­ 
sand gallons of potable water 
for $1 to $1.25, but sells it to 
the community for 20 cents. 
While this is a sizable loss, 
the important fact. Steelways 
says, is that the costs per 1,- 
000 gallons in the Freeport 
project are among the best 
achieved in the desalinization 
field thus far. The publication 
says engineers of the project 
feel positive the cost of con­ 
verting sea water could be 
driven down markedly by pro­ 
duction 
regulation, 
driving 
down plant costs and boosting 


j operating efficiency. Engineers 
said use of inexpensive ferrous 
1 material—carbon steel—alone 
1 accounted for a saving of about 
$1,250,000 in the plant’s origi- 
I nal cost. 


N E W Y O R K (UPi) — J a n e 
Jacobs is a crusader. Her cause 
is the care and preservation of 
the character of the sidewalks 
of New York—and every other 
big city. 


Since her pavement-pound­ 
ing days of depression-era job 
hunting as a teen-ager from 
Scranton, Pa.. Mrs. Jacobs has 
been a student and admirer of 
the bustle that makes N e w 
York the Big Town. 


Mrs. Jacobs knows the city 
so well that she can explain the 
meaning of nearly every sym­ 
bol on the covers of the man­ 
holes that pockmark the streets 
of New York. She can tell you 
which leads to an underground 
brine vat, a water main, a sew­ 
er, or a telephone line. 
She learned about the city 
by subway and bus and on foot, 
and she came to realize that 
the sidewalk is the pulse of the 
metropolis. 
A busy sidewalk 
she says, represents a fuourish* 
mg neighborhood, and an emp­ 
ty one is filled with doubts and 
fear—and often crime. 
In her 27 years in the big 
city, Mrs. Jacobs, now the wife 
of an architect, mother of three 
children and an editor of Ar­ 
chitectural Forum magazine, 
has seen new building, demoli­ 
tion, new building, demolition, 
on and on, without apparent 
plan and often with little rea­ 
son that she can see. There is a 
.joke about New York to the! 
effect that it will be a nice 
place to live if it is ever fin­ 
ished. Mrs. Jacobs qualifies 


that with the observation that 
it will be a nice place in which 
to live if it is ever planned— 
and planned properly. 
This is the burden of her ar­ 
guments in a book entitled 
“The Death and Life of Cities,1’ 
published recently by Random 
House. She pleads for city plan­ 
ning that takes into considera­ 
tion the whole population, not 
fragments of it. The one-class 
housing project comes in for 
much of Mrs. Jacobs’ wrath, in 
print and in person, and one of 
her chief complaints is the ab­ 
sence of people on the housing, 
project sidewalk. 
The Jacobs family lives in a 
converted candy s t o r e on a 
bustling street in Greenwich 
village. They can observe the 
entire neighborhood at work 
and play from their front win­ 
dows. The children can go onto 
the sidewlak safely and need 
no escort to and from school. 
Mrs. Jacobs feels no qualms at 
walking down the street late at 
night. She knows the corner 
coffee house is open and busy 


and she encounters neighbors 
she knows at least well enough 
to greet. 


But in the towering housing 
project buildings separated by 
sidewalks, lawns and p l a y 
areas, there is fear. A young 
housewife only recently was 
raped in one of the largest 
middle-income apartment de­ 
velopments in the city. Mrs. 
Jacobs doubts such a thing 
could happen on her street. 


When the east side- s l u ms 
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first were cleared a w a y and 
new apartments were built, 
Mrs. Jacobs said in an inter­ 
view. she hoped along w i t h 
everyone else that they were 
going to be housing Utopias, 
“ But when I saw what was 
being built, it dawned on me 
that these really were dread­ 
ful,” she said. “ I realized I had 
been taken in by all the great 
hopes. I saw an enormous gap 
between the aims and how to 


accomplish them. There was »n 
ignorance of how cities work 
economically." 


Mrs. Jacobs believes city 
planners will have to be re-ed­ 
ucated in what cities are all 
about. But before they can be 
educated, the public must be 
taught first. 


“The citizens are going to 
have to force re-education of 
the planners,” she said.
